C harged xx itll polluting Gard­ 
ner*!! Run, a small stream, near 
York Springs, with a spray solu­ 
tion. resulting in the destruction 
of several thousand fish, \V. E. 
Grove, prominent 
York Springs 
farmer and orchardist, paid a fine 
of $100 in a summary conviction 
before Justice of the Peace John C . 
shealer. 
The alleged pollution, it was 
stated by Justice Shealer was dime 
by a workman on Mr. Grove's or­ 
chard farm bul inasmuch as Mr. 
Grove was the owner ot the place 
the prosecution was lodged against 
him and not against his employe. 


According to Justice Shealer. the 
stream was polluted with a lime 
and 
sulphur 
solution, 
used 
in 
spraying on May 13. causing the 
destruction of approximately 3,80(1 
fish of various sizes. After the al­ 
leged pollution, the surface of the 
stream was literally covered with 
dead fish 
and an actual count 
showed that approximately 3.800 
had been killed. 
An investigation into the alleged 
pollution was conducted by George 
ll. James, district fish warden, of 
Carlisle, who was notified.

James was the prosecutor in the 
action.
